"CASTIRON" RIVE 
MAN DIES AT HOME 


Life Full of Perilous Adven- 
tures on River Ends 
Peacefully. < 


The funeral of ae George W. Reid, 
river man of Civil War times, who. 
after a life whose many perilous adven- 
tures gave him the nickname of ‘‘Cast- 
iron George,’’ died from kidney trouble, 
was held Thursday afternoon from the 
family home, 9% Tyler street. 

Capt. Reid was born in Philadelphia 
in 1838, and when 16 years old came 
West to join his older brother Hugh, 
then engineer on one of the fast pack- | 
ets. Together the brothers sailed up" 
and down ehe river during the peri 
when Mississippi steamboating was at 
and down the river during the period 
that Mark Twain became a skilled pilot. 

The Reid brothers articipated in 
some of the most celebrated of the 
races of the fast boats of that day. In 
the famous race between the City of 
Alton and the Majenta from Vicksburg 
to St. Louis, Hugh and George took 
turns in running the engine of the City 
of Alton, the winner. They were on the 

‘Arthur when it won its race 
with the famed Natchez from New Or- 
leant to Memphis. During the war they 
served four years on Federal gunboats. 
Capt. George Reid was at Vicksburg 
five months under Confederate batter- 
ies. When the Platte Valley, going 
North with prisoners, was attacked, 
Capt. Reid cut the ropes and, getting 
up steam, sailed off under a heavy fire. 

Another hairbreadth escape during the 
siege occurred while he was being 
shaved on board. The barber leaning 
over him was shot through the heart 
by a bullet fired from shore. 

When the bollers of the W. R. we thur 
blew up, Capt. George was buried under 
the machinery in the engine room. His 
life was saved by the heroic work of 
Capt. Hugh, who, with a plank, brought 
him unconscious 'to shore after the ves- 
sel had sunk. A younger brother, who 
was also injured in the explosion, float- 
ed down the river nine miles on a bale 
of cotton before being rescued. 

Two years a@o when Capt. Hugh died 
Capt. George suffered a paralytic stroke 
that came near proving fatal. He re-

When the carrousel was on a lot near 
her home, Stella was attracted by the 
groaning strains of music that ac- 
companied the swift revolving thing. 
Of evenings she and her chums first 
listened to the squeaky organ and later 
enjoyed rides. And as she listened to 
the music she watched ‘‘Ruddy’”’ Rooney, 
a young man of-the neighborhood, 
whose duty was to substitute one set 
of notes for another in the creaking 
music box.

Van Sickle, about 16 years of age, re- 
ceived a note a day or more ago that 
she would be abducted Aug. 16. The 
mysterioug disappearance of Ella from 
her home, 1741 Fletcher avenue, yester- 
day evening was partially cleared ai 6 
o'clock this morning, when she was 
found near the tracks of the Lake Erie 
&° Western Railroad a half mile north 
of Mallott Park. The girl was brought 
to the city in a caboose of a Lake Erie 
& Western freight train and taken to 
her home in the City Dispensary am- 
bulance, in charge of Dr. Rissler. 

When found the girl was unconscious. 
Her feet and hands were bound with 
handkerchiefs. After being taken to 
her home she revived somewhat, but 
Was too weak to give a detailed expla- 
nation of her plight or her whereabouts 
during the night. 


Late last night the police station was 
notified of the disappearance of _ the 
girl. Her mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Van 
Sickle, who is a widow, had been wait- 
ing for her daughter to return from the 
home of Mrs. John Garnot in Hast 
Washington street. where she had gone 
to spend the afternoon. Mrs. Garner 
said the girl had left her house about 5 
o'clock and started to her home in 
Fletcher avenue. Mrs. Garner went 
with her to the front gate and saw the 
girl go te State street and then turn 
south. Thinking the girl was going 
home, Mrs. Garner returned to her 


‘house. 

Mrs. Van Sickle: waited patiently for 
the return of her daughter, and when 
right came she notified the police sta- 
tion and Bicycle. Policemen Shine and 
Schlangen were sent out to aid in the 
search. All during the night they rode 
over che streets which the girl was sup- 
posed to have traversed in going to her 
hoine, but no trace of her could he 
fourd. Calls were made to all her girl 
friends, but none of them had seen her. 

While the police was still looking for 
the girl, a report came to the police sta- 
tion, at 6 o'clock this morning, Pty 
the Belt Junction of.the L. E. Ww. 
Railroad that the conductor of a freight 





found an unconscious girl beside the 
tracks north of Mallott Park. The po- 
lice were told that the girl was then 
being taken in the caboose to the rail- 
road yards at Liberty street. 

Conductor Charles L. Miller of the 
freight train had the girl in charge. D.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 16.—The 
war of terrorism which the fighting or- 
Ganization of the Social Revolutionists 
declared immediately after Parliament 
Was dissolved, seems now to have be- 
gun in earnest.

Attorney-General Says Arkan- 
sas Evidence Against Waters- 
Pierce Is Strong. 


SUIT SET FOR OCTOBER 








Rogers, in St. Louis, Says He 
Will Support Davis, 
Though. 


1 

Attorney-General Rogers of Arkansas, 
who was in St. Louis Thursday, says 
that he has sufficient evidence to oust 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. from Arkan- 
sas for violation of the anti-trust laws 
of the State. 

Arkansas’ suit against the company 
probably will be heard in October and 
Attorney-General Rogers says that wit- 
nesses have been procured that will give 
evidence that the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany is operated in conjunction with 
the Standard Oil Co. and the Republic 
Oil Co. and has violated the State law 
by being a member of a combine. 

In speaking of the conditions in Ar- 
kansas Thursday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Attorney-General Rogers said: 

“There is no doubt in my mind but 
that the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. is a 
part of the Standard Oil Co. and a mem- 
ber of a trust doing business in our State 
in open violation of the law. I am cer- 
tain that the company will be found 
guilty of violating the anti-trust law 
and ‘will be ousted from the State and 
the charter will be forfeited. 

“Tl also expect to convict several ice 
companies doing business in Littl Rock, 
where I live, for being members of a 
combine to control the prices of ice. I 
have noticed one thing since the suits 
were filed against tle various compa- 
nies, that several of them are retailing 
ice to consumers at 10 and 15 cents a 
hundred pounds, whereas they were 
oharging 40 cents a hundred pounds be- 
for the filing of the suits. 


Suits Against Cotton Mills. 


“There are also several suits along the 
same line against the cotton mills of 
Arkansas, who are charged with being 
members of a trust. We were successful 
in our suits against the insurance com- 
panies some time ago, one company be- ! 
ing fined $20,000 and the opinion being 
upheld by the Supreme Court. Many 
others pulled out of the State to avoid 
trial. The anti-trust law in Arkansas 
is ve strong. 

“The lid is still off at Hot Springs, re- 
gardless of the action of Gov. Davis in 
threatening to close all the gambling 
houses there. I see that he has now 
called out the militia to suppress the 
lawlessness, but it will have no effect. 
Hot Springs people are in favor of the 
gambling and wide-open town and Gov. 
Davis nor no one else can stop it. I am 
heartily in favor of the lid, but I think 
that action at Hot Springs is useless 
work. Gambling can hardly be stopped 
when the citizens of the town are in 
favor of it. 

“T have been at Colorado Springs and 
Denver with my family for a two weeks 
vacation and am just on my way back 
home. I expect to make speeches in 
various parts of the State for the Dem- 
ocratic ticket and expect to work for 
the election of Gov. Davis for the Sen- 
ate, although I think he is a disgrace 
to any State and nation. 

“T am pleased to see the rapid growth 
of St. Louis, especially in the downtown 
districts.”’

Building, was, and is, regarded as one 
of the most solid in the South. Its 
president, W. G. Harding, has long 
been a leader in Southern banking, and 
the directors of the bank are probably 
the most influential group of Alabami- 
ans ever gathered together in a single 
corporation. 

There was no semblance of a run on 
the bank. A few depositors, mostly 
women and foreigners, withdrew de- 
posits which aggregated less than $6000. 
Sworn statements showing that the 
bank was perfectly sulvent were at once 
issued. But Alex Chisolm, aged 24, g0- 
ciety leader and trusted official, was 
in the hands of officers for stealing 
more than the total capital and surplus 
of many banks in the State. 

Considerable doubt is expressed here 
as to the liability of the brokers ar- 
rested in connection with the matter. 
two of whom, Messrs. W. IL. Sims and 
. M. Hays, are out on heavy bonds. 
They stoutly deny any knowledge that 
Chisolm was speculating with his own 
money. At the same time the affair 
has raised a storm of sentiment against 
the “‘bucket shops”’ in Alabama. Local 
papers today bear a card from a well- 
known candidate for the Legislature, in 
the primary set for Aug. 27, referring to 
the defalcation, and pledging himself to

defalcation of Alex R. Chisolm, paying 
lelier of the First National Bank, who 
BOt away with $100,000, of which %3000 
wus afterward taken away from him, 
is, in many respects, the gravest scan- 
dal in the city’s history. 

The whoie case was peculiar. Chisolm 
had been with the First National, or its 
Successor, .eight years. His. family is 
one of the oldest in the. city, and the 
mere name of Chisolm stood for in- 
tegrity and business standing. Before 
his embezzlement of finds became 
known. he could have secured bond for 
Any amount. Today he is in the Jeffer- 
son County Jail .for want of a@ $50,000 
bond. 

The young man's father is a promi- 
nent attorney here, one brother is a 
lawyer, another is receiving teller of 
another local bank; his sisters § are 
among the belles of Alabama society. 

The strangest part of all, and the 
thing that is causing most discussion, 
is why Chisolm came back to Birm- 
ingham. After his theft of a hundred 
thousand he went to Atlantic City and 
spent a gay two weeks.

If one has home-grown fruit, that 
which is over-ripe, knotty or specked, 
can best be used for marmalade or pre- 
serves; but, however skillfully made, it | 
is sure to give a second or third rate. 
article, and to buy such fruit is an 
economy that wastes. 


Fruits that requiré paring should im- 
mediately be dropped in cold water to 
prevent discoloration. When ready to 
cook drain by spreading on a dry towel 
and gently pressing another over the 
top. a 


Unless you prefer leathery preserves 
do not sprinkle sugar over the fruit and 
allow it to stand and suck out the fruit 
juice. 


Pineapples, pears and quinces should 





be first simmered, covered closely in 
clear water until they begin to soften, 
then finish in the syrup. 


Have the syrup boiling when the fruit 
is added, then lower the heat and cook 
gently, occasionally pressing the fruit 
down under the syrup, but never stir- 
ing it round and round. Rapid cooking 
is not only more liable to break the 
fruit, but is sure to make the syrup 


pungent. 


Over-cooking is an almost universal 
error in preserving. Skim out the fruit 
before it is soft enough to be palatable, 
for the boiling syrup afterward poured 
over it will complete’ the work before it 
is cold.

The spirit of reform 


wrought such wonderful changes’ in 
politics and business in the United 
States during the past two years, made 
its appearance last year in college ath- 
letics. The demands of this spirit on 
football were especially clamorous and 
included not only a change in the rules 
but a purification of the college sys- 
tems of securing and maintaining teams 
and an entire change in the spirit as 
well as the letter of play. The demand 
for a change in the rules was not, and 
could not, be met after the season of 
190 opened and the demand for purity 
of spirit, which in my mind is one of 
the basic reasons for the demand for a 
change in the rules—was met only half- 
heartedly. The result was that at the 
close of. last year football was more 
strongly censured than any game that 
has ever been played and allowed to 
live, and the question which is agitat- 
ing the student mind as well as the 
football public is, “will it continue this 
year?’ 

I hope it will. It is unquestionably a 
rugged game and is watched in cold, 
snow and rain by thousands because 
they admire the spirit which enabled 
our forefathers to cope with the diffe 


ETT.

culties of the frontier, and is played 


because that spirit is inherent in the 
young American. We need to have that 
spirit kept alive and the ordinary duties 
of the young man today do not tend to 
is" the game 
which is best adapted to develop It, 
both in the player and in the spectator. 

The students today have sufficient 
spirit; the Rules Committee have done 
their best do meet with the demands 
of public opinion; and the continuance 
of the game depends upon the athlet- 
lec management of the colleges and high 
schools throughout the country. 

Rules Committee Worked Well. 

The Rules Committee thoroughly ap- 
preciating the public sentiment, have 
changed, amplified, made more strin- 
gent and illustrated the rules for 1906 
with a desire to reduce the roughness, 
to make the game more open, to de- 
crease the amount of time taken out 
and to make them clear for players and 
officials. 

The most decided change is increas- 
ing the distance to be gained in three 
downs to 10 yards and allowing one 
fo pass by the side that puts 
the ball in play on each scrimmage, 
which forward pass, however, cannot 


be made to any lineman except an end 


and cannot be made past the line of 


gcrimmage uniess it is five yards to 


one side or the other from the point 
where the ball was put in play. Of 
course, increasing the distance to 10 
yards makes longer gains necessary on 
each down, and the old grueling suc- 
cession of line plunges for two or three- 
yard gains ywill be ineffective. 

Line smashing will only be used oc- 
ecasionally on first down, with the hope 
that the man with the ball will get 
clear through, and on the third down 


when eight or nine yards have been 


made on the two previous downs. The 
forward pass will devélop the end run 
and place a premium on a fast man. The 
line on the defense cannot be played as 
compact as it has been heretofore, as 
it will be not only necessary to get to 
the man with the ball, but to guard 
those in front of him, somewhat like 
basket ball, on aceount of the forward 
A SS. 
The Importance of the Forward Pass. 
Previously when a man stood behind 
his own scrimmage line and kicked, all 
the players of his side in front of him 
were off side and they could not touch 
the ball until it had touched an op- 


ponent. This necessity of being on side 


when the ball was kicked kept the quar- 
terback kick from being a continuous

William C. Connett, who nas been 
kind enough to analyze the new foot- 
bali rules for the Post-Dispatch and 
to forecast their probable effects, is one 
of the bniliant yeung lawyers of Bt.

No Hurdling Allowed. 
Hurdling is derined differently in the 
open field from what it is in the line, 
but both are prohibited. Six men must 
be on the line of scrimmage, and only 
one of the five center men, that is, the 
center, two guards and two tackles, 
can be brought behind the line at one 
time, and he must be placed at least 
five yards behind the scrimmage line. 
This will put an end to the heavy 
guards and tackles being brought back 


yo plow through or kill. 


It is provided that the captain of each 
side can only ask that time be taken 
out three times during each half anless 
a man is removed from the field. Un- 
der this rule there will be no more 
“playing for wind,’’ which will keep 
unconditioned men out of the game, and 
it will make it impossible for a man 
who is exhausted and worn out to rest 
two minutes every little bit and then 
get up and keep playing on his nerve. 
To prevent the pulling and dragging 
of players after they have been tackled 
and the injuries incident thereto,- it is 
provided that when a runner is tackled 
and any part of his person other than 
his hands and feet touch the ground 
while he is in the grasp of his oppo- 
nent. it is the referee's duty to declare 
the ball dead. This is a good change, 
but it leaves one play in the open field 
that sometimes results in injury un- 
provided for. When a punt ts caught 
in the open field and the man who 
caught it is tackled and not stopped, 
but thrown out of his stride or turned 
halfway around or knocked to his 
knees, but attempts to straighten up 
and go, and the next tackler hits him 
hard in one of these positions, injury 
may follow.

The committee recommend that a 
player who is disqualified twice in the 
same season for foul play be prohibited 
by his institution from further play for 
one year.

The funeral of Capt. George W. Reid, 
veteran steamboat man on the Missis- 


sippi, will be held Thursday from his 
late home, 925 Tyler street, under Ma- 
sonic auspices. Capt. Reid died Tues- 
day, following an operation for kidney 
disease, He was 75 years old and fol- 
lowed fhe river more than 30 years.

MISTAKE MADE 
BY INSURGENTS 


As a Result All July Claims 
Against East St. Louis 
Were Rejected. 


It has been discovered by City Clerk 
Thomas J. Williams of East St. Louis 
that in their anxiety to allow the sal- 
aries of the Police Department for 23 
days in July at Monday’s meeting, the 
official records will show that all claims 
and salaries against the city for July 
were rejected, amounting to $44,000. 
Phursday was to have been the city pay- 
day, but the discovery of the error will 
prevent the payment of claims until 
Friday. 

The cause of the mix-up was a motion 
made by Insurgent Liebig. When the 
claims and salaries came up for pas- 
Sage, Alderman Brown made a motion, 
seconded by O'Malley, that the entire 
claims and salaries be allowed and or- 
dered paid. Insurgent Liebig immedi- 
ately made another motion, reading it 
from a paper, that “the salaries of the 
Police Department be paid only to and 
including July 23, and that the balance 
be rejected.”’ 

Mayor Cook declared that Brown's 
motion Was before the house and that 
Liebig’s motion was out of -order. In- 
Ssurgent Reeb said that_Liebig had in- 
tended to make an amendment. After 
a tilt between the insurgents and the 
Cook aldermen, the Mayor allowed Lie- 
big’s motion to stand as an amendment. 
and by a vote of 10 to 4 the amendment 
carried. 

According to the wording of the mo- 
tion and amendment,..a]i claims and 
Salaries were rejected, except the 23 
days’ pay of the Police Department, and 
City Clerk Williamp’ “official minutes of 
the meéting will “80 -record it. City 
Treasurer C. B. Goedde then refused to 
pay any claims and -salaries, on the 
ground that he would be taking the 
chance of having to pay them over 
again if the insurgents failed to allow 
them at the next meeting. 

Mayor Cook came to the rescue of the 
city’s creditors Thursday morning and 
assumed personal responsibility for the 
payment of all claims, and they will be 
paid Friday. 

Mayor Cook said: ‘I believe it was 
the intention of the insurgents to pay 
the claims, excepting the seven last days 
of the Police Department, and I will be 
personally responsible for the payment 
of the city’s debts to that extent. 

“The insurgents were excited, as they 
usually are, and did not know exactly 
the wording of their amendment. ‘* It 
seems to me that they should be a little 
more particular about their acts and be 
sure they vote according to their in- 
tentions, but I think the welfare of the 
city demands that we take the meaning 
into consideration and depend upon them 
to cure the defects at the next meet- 
ing.”’
